Judges, sons of millionaires, or what 
not.”’

LOS ANGELES, Cal... Oct. 12.— 
The Los Angeles Steamship Co.'s 
new steamer, City of Honolulu, was 
two days off shore from this port on 
the return trip of its first voyage be- 
tween Los Angeles and Honolulu. 

The City of Honolulu is a Ship- 
ping Board vessel! of 17,600 tons and 
was allocated to the local company 
for six months’ trial for service be- 
tween this city and the Hawallan 
Islanda. 

It left Sept. 23 with more than 300 
passengers, mostly,tourists, and it is 
believed a large numter of these 
were returning on the vessel.

“Not Land of Free Speech.” 

“Then we are not in a land of free 
speech, are we?” asked Mrs. Burg2r. 

‘No, we are not,’’ said Mrs. Hay, 
and put the motion to indorse Judge 
Faris, which also carried without 
dissent. Mrs. Burger said: 

“TI want to know why it is unlawful 
and why we have that ban on criti- 
cising an action of a Federal Judge 
—why people cannot criticise a judge 
appointed by the President. We 
friticise the President—why not the 
man under him? We want to find 
out if there is a ‘why’ behind that 
ban, and if there is any, we want to 
remove it and lift the ban.” 

Opposes Reed. 

The convention yesterday adopted 
a resolution pledging opposition to 
Senator Reed or any candidate favor- 
ing modification of the prohibition 
laws, and pledging support to R. R. 
Brewster, Reed’s Republican oppo- 
nent in the Senatorial race. 

Agitation for light wines and beer 
was declared to be a trivially veiled 
attempt to start a tiny leak in the 
dike of prohibition, which with time 
would widen to a crevasse that would 
flood the land with fluids neither 
beer not “light.’”

But if they dis- 
agree, there can be neither strike 
nor lockout as the matter must be 
referred to a district. board. There 
are 12 districts in tbe Northwest. 
,The district boards are elected an- 
by the local organizations. 

Each board has four representatives 
'of the workers and four of the em- 
'plovers. They hear all appeals in 
their respective districts. 

Then above. that is the Board of 
Directors of the whole organization.

PARK WORKER, DIES 


Veteran of Confederacy and 
Resident Since 1867, Succumbs 
After Long Years’ Illness. 


Capt. Luther H. Conn, a resident | 
of St. Louis since 1867, a veteran Of | 
Morgan’s Cavalry in the Civil War, 
‘and one of the most active in estab- | 
lishing the St. Louis park system, | 
died yesterday at his home, 1728 
Waverly place. He was 80 years old, 
and had been in feeble health for 
several years. He is surviv ed by his 
wife, Mrs. Louise Gibson Conn, and 
a daughter, Mrs. Frank V. Hammar, 
of 7 Hortense place. 

Definite arrangements for the fu- 
neral, which is to be held at the home |

Hammar, who has been in the East

is a director of the Red Cross, and 
has been in Washington and New 
York attending the national conven-

Capt. Conn was a native of Ken- 
and joined the Confederate 
Army at the age of 19, rising from 
the rank of private to a captaincy. 
While serving under the famous, 
cavalry leader, Gen. John H. Morgan | 
Capt. Conn was shot through both, 
legs. On the occasion of Morgan's 
raid into Indiana and Ohio, Capt. 
Conn was taken prisoner, and held 
for more than a year in various mili- 
tary prisons. 

In the fall of 1864, he was eéx- 
changed, and returned to the Con- 
federate service in the final phase of 
the war. Upon the surrender of 
Gen. Lee and the evacuation of 
Richmond, his command was made 
‘the special escort of President Davis | 
and other Confederate executives and | 
officers on their retreat into Geor-
